amendments to the Tax Bill as passed 
by the House, adding much to its com- 
prehensiveness.- The Boston Herald 
briefly sums up the whole matter as fol-

to one hundred dollars, the last cum be- 
ing for the conveyance of real oslate 
worth from 835,000 to 850,000, with 
twenty dollars for each additional 810.- 
000 in value. 
J?or mortgages of Euaie 


value, $50. Small taxes are laid also 
on various common articles of 
con- 


sumption, on spirituous and malt li- 
quors, tobacco," ifco., ana on trade in 


Blocks, by auction or othermsp. Steam- 
boats, except ferry boats, are taxed 3 
per cent, on their gross rc-ooipts j steam 
railroads 8 per cent. 
Rents, 3 per 


cent, for the excess over $600. 


"Newspapers come in 
for their 


share, though 
not taxed as manufac- 


tures. Paper is taxed as ^manufac- 
ture; printers' ink is not: : Advertise- 
ments, above receipts of ? 1000, 
in 


newspapers whose circulation exceeds 
two thousand copies are taxed 8 per 
seat, gross. If they are worth any 
thing^the proprietor is - taxed al«o on 
the income'.; Books,Magazines and Ee- 
views are exempt; and peilors who sell 
newspapers, Bibles and religious tracts, 
arc required to havo no license. 


We apprehend that this' bill will be 


shorn of its redundant leathers after a 
short trial, but it will doubtless haTo"[a 
trial as it now stands.
